Ihave a crystal clear recollection of the Maui 
afternoon when I first read about Bitcoin. Working 
in the visitor industry just off Front Street in Lahaina, 
I often had slow times to peruse the internet. An 
online article in 2008 captured my attention. The 
price of bitcoin that day was .008 — less than 1 
cent a coin. 

What kept me from grabbing some of this new 
“currency” was not being able to wrap my mind 
around the “wallet.” What did they mean, wallet? 
Whenever I’m tempted to think too highly of myself, 
[just say “Bitcoin.” The 100 bucks I’d have thrown 
on it back then if I could have just understood that 
wallet thing would now be worth an astronomical 
sum since one Bitcoin is worth more than $61K to- 
day.

These 
folks unsuccessfully were attempting to recover the 
BTC. Robert Kyosaki, best-selling author of “Rich 
Dad, Poor Dad,” recently said on Stansberry In- 
vestor that he has Bitcoin but prefers gold, as he 
flashed a gold coin that he can see, touch, and hold.

That is a timeless and 
insightful observation, but what about the lives of poor 
men (and women)? You’d need to come up with 
something grimmer than “quiet desperation” to de- 
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scribe that. Generational poverty. A family and so- 
cial environment that discourages any attempt at 
personal betterment. Like the lobsters trying to es- 
cape the tank, the others will invariably try to drag 
them back down. 

Yesterday, the official jobs report caused the 
stock market to go up. Of course, since 90% of all 
stock is owned by only 10% of the people, this is 
largely irrelevant to the masses. It’s certainly irrel- 
evant to that bottom half of Americans, and to the 
one in six who have never traveled outside of their 
own state. 

I am nota conservative. Or a modern day lib- 
eral. I’m a populist and a classical liberal. I always 
stand up for the little guy. Huey Long bragged that 
he had never taken a case against a poor man. I will 
never write or say anything against the poor. Their 
poverty doesn’t bestow virtue upon them, but it does 
saddle them with disadvantages that few of us could 
overcome. I wish the Left would spend one-tenth 
the time it spends on bleating about “racism” and 
“White supremacy,” to blasting the unfairness and 
injustice of our class-tiered system. 

Only the affluent in this country have any influ- 
ence, and our “representatives” don’t represent any- 
one except the wealthy and powerful. The rich are 
more entitled than the most stereotypical “welfare 
queen” could ever hope to be. Things we take for 
granted, like owning a car, are beyond the means of 
the working poor. I personally know people who 
are too poor to buy and maintain the expenses of an 
automobile. They must work within walking distance, 
or Uber to the job. Which, of course, puts them fur- 
ther behind the eight ball in trying to eke out an ex- 


istence. 

Asa young blue-collar worker in the 1980s, very 
few of my fellow employees were without personal 
transportation. They were physical laborers, not 
making an impressive salary, but they were able to 
own their own car. That is a huge change that has 
occurred over less than forty years, and almost no 
one talks about it. And I guess all those lowly paid 
workers who can’t afford cars, have another reason 
why they can’t travel. 

There are things that can be done to make things 
fairer. Tax all income for Social Security, not just the 
first $120,000, as it is under the present regressive 
system. Tie every company’s maximum compensa- 
tion package (they usually don’t call them “wages” 
at the top of the ladder) to a minimum wage. So the 
highest compensation in the company couldn’t be 
more than, say, twenty times the lowest compensa- 
tion. That would even things up as well between small 
and larger companies. 

Few people know that Huey Long’s “Share Our 
Wealth” program would have exempted the first mil- 
lion dollars of income from any taxation.

It would be impossible to create a system as

This may be 
the most accurate assessment of our political system 
that I’ve ever read. There’s a reason why we all nod 
appreciatively at the working class lament, “the rich 
get richer and the poor get poorer.” They do. 

As I write this, there are mothers fretting over 


_whether their child will make it home alive from the 


mean streets of their inner city. In Appalachia, they’re 
gathered around the antiquated wood stove that 
serves to heat their tiny dwelling. Where there’s no 
money fora burial. Or a wedding. Ora decent Christ- 
mas. We all recognize the brilliance in Dickens’s 
depiction of greed in Ebeneezer Scrooge. No one 
thinks poverty is a good thing. And yet, there are 
more poor people now than ever before. 

In between my acerbic rantings about our hope- 
lessly criminal leaders and their reprehensible sys- 
tem, I try and take a moment to reflect upon what 
the poet Thomas Gray called “the short and simple 
annals of the poor.”

The Latin phrase actus reus non facit reum nisi 
mens sit rea means “the act is not culpable unless 
the mind is guilty.” This has been a standard com- 
mon law test of culpability since forever. In the middle 
of the last century, the usual suspects started to gnaw 
away at this standard and we arrived at what is called 
the Model Penal Code, which broke mens rea into 
five levels of culpability. 

Even under the revised standards, someone 
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knowingly acting within the law cannot be culpable 
regardless of his motivations. Otherwise, criminal li- 
ability stops being about action and instead becomes 
an issue of moral judgment. Is the accused using the 
correct pronouns when confronting a man ina dress? 
Ifnot, then his legal actions can be deemed illegal in 
the modern American courtroom. 

To anormal person, this sounds completely in- 
sane. It is insane, but that is the point of this new 
legal theory. What lies behind it is the belief that West- 
ern society is plagued with White supremacy be- 
cause of cultural hegemony. The “common sense” 
of the people comports with the laws, traditions, and 
customs that were created by European people for 
the benefit of European people, at the expense of 
non- Whites. 

In order to break this cultural hegemony, it must 
be turned into illogical nonsense that no one can trust 
or understand.

Dedicated young men volunteered from 
eighteen different countries to battle for Rhodesian 
freedom against the forces of darkness and oppres- 
sion. 


These young men who faced the foe were often 
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insurgents and it was dangerous work. 

The Rhodesian Light Infantry officers taught their 
foreign volunteers a type of fire force warfare devel- 
oped especially for fighting in the A frican veldt. These 
foreign volunteers were not soldiers of fortune or 
mercenaries.

It seems that 
John had been planning to break his five-year mili- 
tary contract after having completed more than three 
years as he had become engaged to a young Rho- 
desian woman. He was looking forward to returning 
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to the U.S., but God had other plans for John Alan 
Coey. 

In 1979, when it was apparent that Rhodesia 
could not hold on and would fall to the Black bar- 
barians, another kind of hero stepped forward. Rt. 
Hon. Viscountess Patricia Malvern, a Rhodesian, 
generously financed John’s reburial in Ohio. It is due 
to her courage and generosity that he now rests in 
the Hide Away Hills of his youth. 

The highlight of the memorial service was the 
opportunity to actually meet four of “The Saints” who 
traveled long distances to be at this service. Michael 
McDonald, a Canadian, attended with his Rhode- 
sian wife, Rhona. Michael almost lost his left hand 
after being shot in an encounter in the bush. His wife 
told me that she felt “fortunate” to have been raised 
in Rhodesia. Sadly, Rhodesia is now just a ghost in 
the mist of the past. 

Jeremy Hall served in Rhodesia as a South A fri- 
can volunteer. Jeremy studied art in South Africa. 
He made many low-altitude parachute jumps while 
serving in the Rhodesian Light Infantry.
